Red Cross Mails 
to Ships, Hospitals 


General Pierce Recently Freed from 
Jap War Prison in Manchuria 

Mrs. Clinton A. Pierce went to San Francisco to wel¬ 
come her husband, Brig. Gen. Pierce, who was captured by 
the Japanese on Corregidor in 1942 following a gallant de¬ 
laying fight on Luzon. He arrived at Hamilton Field Tues¬ 
day. 

Mrs. Pierce was in the Philippines with her husband 
and remained in Manila until the War Department adjudged 
the area not safe for civilians. She was a close personal 
friend of Mrs. Wainwright and returned with her. Mrs. 
Pierce has lived in Sierra Madre with her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. William V. King at 375 E. Grand View, during the war. 

General Pierce was one of 20 
Army officers, including six gen¬ 
erals, who arrived at the air field 
near San Francisco Tuesday, 
aboard Army transport planes. 
He is expected to arrive in the 
next few days in Sierra Madre. 

Although no details of General 
Pierce’s liberation have been re¬ 
ceived here it was known that he 
was one of the Army and Navy 
officers and men who w’ere moved 
last November from Formosa to 
a prisoner of war camp in Man¬ 
churia where he remained until 
the Japanese surrender. 

Awaiting his homecoming is 
the Distinguished Service Medal 
awarded him by President Roose¬ 
velt in December of 1942 and pre¬ 
sented to his wife at a ceremony 
at Camp Haan. The medal, one 
of the highest honors that the 
Government can bestow, was 
awarded for his brilliant leader¬ 
ship during the bitter retreat from 
northern Luzon to Corregidor in 
the first few months of the Pa¬ 
cific war. 

General Pierce, then a colonel, 
was commander of the 26th Cav¬ 
alry, the Philippine Scouts, when 
the Japanese invaded the Philip¬ 
pines. The Scouts bore the brunt 
of the fighting when the Japs 
landed at Lingayen Gulf. They 
protected the important right 
flank of the north Luzon force 
and fought a bitter, slow retreat 
to the Bataan Peninsula, the 
medal declared. 

General Pierce’s brilliant per¬ 
sonal leadership in combat was an 
inspiration to his command. 

The Sierra Madrean was pro¬ 
moted from colonel to brigadier- 
general January 29, 1942, on rec¬ 
ommendation of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur.

We nuftffeat clipping 
thle material each week and keeping 
it for the man In your family who 
will eventaally return. 

It would be Impossible to dis¬ 
cuss in this small space the legal 
rights of veterans, since all of 
their rights are legal. They are 
all created by statute whether 
they have reference to Insurance, 
loans, education, pensions or ex¬ 
emptions. Some of these rights 
are created by Federal statute, 
others are created by State stat¬ 
ute. 

These rights are of Interest to 
the veteran only to the extent 
that they apply to his particular 
case and for that reason a gen¬ 
eral discussion of these rights 
would serve no practical purpose. 

The veterans should not lose 
sight of the fact that it is the 
purpose of the law to see that 
he is placed, so far as is possible, 
in a position of equality with 
those citizens who did not serve 
in the armed forces. Thus, if 
he can honestly say that he has 
been placed at a disadvantage In 
any particular case, because of 
the fact that he has served his 
country, then there is without a 
doubt a provision of law to place 
him In a position of equality. 

The veteran should have no 
hesitancy In calling upon the 
members of the various profes- 
kms and upon veterans’ organiza¬ 
tions for an explanation of his 
rights as they apply to his par¬ 
ticular case.

MOST U. S. DOGS 
EARN THEIR KEEP 


Perform Useful Chores for 

Their Owners in Country 
I and in Town 

In the eyes of most persons 
"dog”, spells “pet,” vet by far the 
largest number of America's dogs 
earn their keep by rendering use- 
fa] services for their owners, ac¬ 
cording to the Gaines Dog Research 
Center. New York City. 

By way of proof, it need only 
be pointed out that of the nation a 
estimated dog population of 15,- 
MO, 000, almost eleven million live 
with families in rural districts— 
aa farms, ranches, and in small 
towns. Here for the most part they 
have their special chores—-such as 
keeping an eye on the sheep, 
bringing in the cows, keeping 
watch on the home premises, etc. 
—-chores which would otherwise 
take up the time and energy of a 
member of the family or the hired 
aaan. 

The essential usefulness of the 
dog in American life can be dem-1 
castrated in another way. Dogs 
are usually classified in sis dis- 
. tinct groups: Sporting, Hounds, 
Working. Terriers, Toys and Non- 
aporting dogs American Kennel 
Club registrations over the years 
show the numbers in the three 
ftrst-mentioned groups—definitely 
kept for useful purposes— to be 
sbout twice those of the other 
three classifications. As a matter 
sf fact, it is the exceptionally large 
namber of hunting dogs within its 
borders that is responsible for 
North Carolina, with its approxi¬ 
mately 980,000 dogs, being the 
leader in dog population among ' 
afl the states. 

This is not to imply that dogs 
mt included in the so-called work¬ 
ing and hunting classifications are 
not useful. A dog is a dog. whether 
a tiny Chihuahua or a huge St 
Bernard, and is capable of per¬ 
forming many useful tasks taught 
him by his master, in addition to 
providing joyful companionship, 
selfless devotion and other quali¬ 
ties associated with the dog 
through the ages. 

But whatever a dog's contribu¬ 
tion to his owner, he occupies a 
unique position as a member of 
the family. This is highlighted in 
a survey made by the Country 
Gentleman. The study showed that 
when a dog’s health needs looking 
after the father of the family at¬ 
tends to it in 44 per cent of the 
cases, the mother in 38, the son 
in 23, and the daughter in 10 
per cent. (From these figures it is 
evident that in many families more 
than one person is responsible for 
the dog’s welfare.) The same holds 
true in the matter of feeding The 
mother is responsible for feeding 
the dog in 73 per Cent of the cases, 
the son in 27 per cent, the father 
in 24 and the daughter in 22 per 
cent.
